This morning as I lay meditating 
amd as the enemy was trying to in- 
still his discouraging thoughts in my 
heart in regard to some of the prob- 
lems which are confronting us_ re- 
garding the Lord’s work, the spirit of 
the Lord who always comes to our 
rescue at such times, helped mie to 
ery aloud, “I’ve no time for such 
thoughts.” If there were ever a time 
when we should place our eyes upon 
Jesus and keep them there, it is now.

If our 
minds and hearts were stayed upon 
Him we would always speak just at 
the right place and at the right time 
and our conversation would be in 
Him. Could we but lift the vail and 
see how many souls God is depending 
on you and me to bring into His 
Kingdom we would find we had no 
time for idle conversation. 


It has been about fifteen years 
since I came into this beautiful way 
and this morning finds me still de- 
lighted with the way. I have no de- 
sire to turn back to the pleasures of 
this old world but a deep desire to 
press on into Him, becoming more 
like Him each day, ever realizing 
that the desire brings hardships and 
trials as He leads me on. Bless His 
dear name. 


This fifteen years in the way has 
brought many changes and somehow 
I wish we were just as simple and 
unpretentious now as we were then, 
so that our minds could be free to 
attend to the things of the kingdoin 
instead of spending our time trying 
to measure up in the eyes of the 
world and gaining a great name for 
ourselves. 


Beloved, we believe that in this Holy 
Ghost dispensation God means to have 
an humble people. If you and I are 
not willing to be humble and go 
His way, He will raise up some one 
else to take our place who will live 
humbly before Him. His bride must be 
humble like the Bridegroom and “He 
humbled himself and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the 
cross.” 


When I first came in the way we 
were content to worship in a little 
mission hall, a tent, or any place of 
shelter, and it was then that the fire 
of God fell and the fires of perse- 
ecution came upon us. Oh, those good 
old days of humbling. The low was 
lifted up and the high brought. down 
to the same level in Christ. The 
man from the little dirty hovel and 
the man from the mansion met on 
the same plain.

Of course Noah 
must have had his sons to help him 
do the work, but Noah must give the 
orders as given him, theocratic order 
every inch of it. Although I think that 
many of the builders of boats in 
these days would offer various orders 
and criticisms to Noah about how he 
ought to build such an ark, especially 
if he thought it would be the only boat 
that would keep on top when the 
flood came. But Noah was one of 
those men that would rather carry 
out divine orders than to be found 
hiding among trees. 

I notice when some men of the past 
found that there was great opposition 
against them or their position, they 
would compromise rather than to 
stand and withstand their enemies and 
carry out God’s order, thus winning 
the fight. But Noah did according to 
all that God commanded him. Thus 


when all other boats had gone down] 


Noah’s boat was riding the waves. 


Now let us notice another one of 
God’s men of the past, Abram as he 
was then called. “Now the Lord had 
said unto Abram, get thee out of thy 
country ‘and from thy kindred, and 
from thy father’s house, unto a land 
that I will shew thee: and I will make 
of thee a great nation, and I will bless 
thee, and make thy name great; and 
thou shalt be a blessing: and I will 
bless them that blesseth thee and 
curse him that curseth thee: and in 
thee shall all families of the earth 
be blessed.” 

We find that he did not stop to see 
or hear what his kinsfolk or his ene- 
mies thought about his going. But the 
Bible says, “By faith Abraham, when 
he was called to go out into a place 
which he should after receive for an 
inheritance, obeyed; and he went out, 
not knowing whither he went.” 

It is well for us to also notice that 
Abraham took Lot with him and 
everything went on well as long as 
they kept in God’s order but just as 
soon as strife began to arise, though 
it was between their herdsmen at 
first, that good old father of faith did 
rot want it to effect them. “And 
Abram said unto Lot, Let there be no 
Strife,-1 pray thee, between me and 
thee, and between my herdmen and 
thy herdmen; for we be brethren.” . 

This indeed shows the spirit of uni- 
ty. I notice the word unity means 
state of being one; concord; agree- 
ment; tharmony. This truly is God’s 
order, oneness. How obtained? By 
divine order, concord. How retained? 
By abiding in divine order, agree- 
ment, How can it be?, By following 
God’s plan. It is true that the thoughts 
and ways of God greatly differ from 
that of man’s. 

“And Lot lifted up his eyes and be- 
held all the plain of Jordan, that it 
was well watered every where,” and 
he pitched his tent toward Sodom. 
And when men begin to pitch their 
tents toward Sodom it is not very 
long until they themselves are in 
the city like Lot. Now we all know 
what befell him, he lost all even his 
wife and finally had to run for his 
own life. This or worse always hap- 
pens to those who fail to follow or 
abide in divine order. 

Many are the men of the past who 





won victories over emies and 
hoisted the standard fox God by abid- 
ing in divine order watching 


their leader. Like Gideoii’s three hun-

dred men, they were ordered by the 
ocratic government. We find they 
watch their enemies, neither gave 
heed to what they were saying about 
ihem. I find that when we stop to 
listen or see the mockery and criti- 
cism that our enemies make of us, 
we will lose our vision of theocratie 
government. Many haye tried t 
correct what their enemies would 
say about them in the Church of God 
and each time they would make mat- 
ters worse. 

Oh! that we get ana keep tke 
grace, faith and the revelation of the 
Church of God and stick to it. Let 
the enemies rage, criticize and mock 
but let us build up the walls despite 
the Sanballets and Tobiahs. Since 
we know that we are doing a great 
work why should the work cease! Let 
us not fear, man cannot wreck this. 
God is behind it and truly the battle 
is His. Only let us‘be careful that ao 
untempered mortar goes into these 
holy walls, nothing but truth will do. 
We must build according to tke 
plans and specification laid down. Let 
us not add to or take from, for we 
are builders together with God—em 
habitation of God through the spir#. 
Then let us tremble before God. As 
the apostle Paul said, “I was with 
you in fear and much trembling.” 

We should tremble lest we should 
fail to keep the unity of the spirit se 
necessary for the effectual working 
of the Holy Ghost in the body. Ok! 
that we, as builders, would stick tt 
God’s order like Moses of old, “Whem 
he was come to years, refused to be 
called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; 
Choosing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to enjay 
the pleasures of sin for a season; Ms- 
teeming the reproach of Christ greater 
riches than the treasures in Egypé: 
for he had respect unto the recom- 
pence of the reward.” After thm 
separating himself from this heathea- 
ism he supposed his brethren woul 
have understood how that God ty 
His hand would deliver them, ‘tat 
they understood not. 

Later God sent him to deliver them. 
We notice that Moses was ruled ty 
theocratic government, and the Beok 
says that, “Moses verily was faithfel 
in all his house as a servant.” We 
find him carrying out God’s order elf 
along the way, though some of his 
helpers would rise up against him an@ 
rebel but good old Moses who had 
once put off his shoes from his feet 
to hear what thus saith the Lord helé 
on to his orders despite of oppositions 
and rebellion. This is that Moses 
which said unto the children ef 
Israel. “A prophet shall the 
Lord your God raise up  un- 
to you of your brethren, like uate 
me; him shall ye hear.” This being 
Jesus, the Christ. He was in the 
Church in the wilderness, met Abra- 
ham. and blessed him. He called the 
apostles and ordained them. And He 
gave Peter the keys. of the kingdom. 
Some how God has always found men 
whom He coyld speak through to the 
people. We find Jesus Christ the 
head of His Church and the theocratic 


form of government—His plan for the - 


Church of God today. Amen.
